Work is beginning this 
week in the classifying to 
I-A of Sierra Madre Selec¬ 
tive Service registrants, ac¬ 
cording to J. W. Hudson, 
chairman of Local Board 91 
in Monrovia. 

Mr. Hudson said between 
700 and 800 young men, 
ages 19 through 25, would 
be affected in the three 
cities under the Jurisdic¬ 
tion of his board—Sierra 
Madre, Monrovia, and Ar¬ 
cadia. 

According to Mr. Hudson, 
David S. Nelson is Sierra 
Madre's representative on 
the draft board. The order 
to begin classifying men to 
1-A (most vulnerable draft 
status) was ordered last 
week by the State Selective 
Service organization. 


First Lt. David A. Moore, 400 
Mariposa, this week was re¬ 
ported missing in action over 
Korea. The Air Force officer ap¬ 
parently is the first Sierra Ma- 
drean lost in the Far Eastern 
fighting. 

Lieutenant Moore’s wife, the 
former Bonita Williams, said 
she received a telegram from 
the Defense Department Satur¬ 
day, informing her that her 


A full-scale enlistment program was launched this week in Sierra Madre's California Natio 
Reserve Unit. According to Lt. Daniel C. Haight, company commander, the unit is being 
ened in readiness for any possible emergency. 

The National Guard Reserve program offers the older men of Sierra Madre a chance tc 
part in time of national emergency. During World War II, the company numbered betwee 
75 men. 

Lieutenant Haight explained 
that the National Guard Re¬ 
serve is the Organized Militia 
of the State of California. It 
differs from the regular Na¬ 
tional Guard in that its duties 
lie solely within the state boun¬ 
daries. 

Special emphasis is placed 
on the preservation of order 
and establishing security in our 
own community. Should the 
regular National Guard be mo¬ 
bilized into federal service, the 
NGR would step into its place. 

The officer said men with 
some past military experience 
are eligible for membership in 
this organization. Also, men 
holding an honorable discharge 
from the regular National 
Guard or a medical discharge 
from the armed forces will be 
considered.

Enrolls 200 
By 2nd Day 


Pacific Electric last week 
asked permission of the state 
to rip up the PE tracks in Si¬ 
erra Madre and on seven other 
rail lines. 

PE officials petitioned the 
State Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion for permission to tear out 
the steel rails on routes where 
buses are to be substituted for 
the Big Red cars. 

The petitioners were trying 
to amend the commission’s or¬ 
der of May 9 which approved 
bus-for-trolley substitution, but 
which specified the rights-of- 
way must not be surrendered 
for a year. 

They requested rail removal 
OKs where such action would 
be “expeditious.” Pacific Elec¬ 
tric said a check was made of 
communities where rail lines 
are to be abandoned and it was 
found “all communities hope 
to have the rails removed as 
soon as possible.” 

Besides Sierra Madre, the pe¬ 
tition listed these lines for im¬ 
mediate rail removal: Oak 
Knoll lines, Echo Park line, 4th 
and Hill streets, Vineyard Junc¬ 
tion to Beverly Hills and Culver 
City, Culver City to Santa Mon¬ 
ica, 9th and San Pedro streets 
to Aliso and San Pedro streets, 
and the Alhambra-San Gabriel 
line. 

The Monrovia-Glendora line 
was excepted, a PE spokesman 
said, because freight still is 
being hauled on that line. 

At the Tuesday night meet¬ 
ing of the City Council, City 
Attorney T. Guy Cornyn report¬ 
ed that he and City Engineer 
Harry H. Shatto had met with 
PE officials and it was con¬ 
firmed that Pacific Electric is 
"very anxious” to see the rails 
removed. October was mention¬ 
ed as the date to tear up the 
local tracks, he said.

Business District Gets Green 
Light on Street Lights 


After nearly 20 years, the 
city park house is going to get 
a paint job. The City Council 
this week approved the expen¬ 
diture of $363 for “two coats of 
paint, miscellaneous repairs, 
and clean up.” 


Formation of a special street lighting district for the down¬ 
town area was assured this week as the City Council adopted 
two resolutions. 

The resolutions stated that the lighting district affecting por¬ 
tions of Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard and Baldwin Avenue 
should be set up as a matter of 
public convenience.” 

The city will contribute 
$551.88 to the district as pay¬ 
ment toward maintenance 
costs. Property owners of the 
district will be specifically 
assessed on a front-door basis 
to pay for the street lights. 

Councilman Noren Eaton, in 
moving the adoption of the 
resolutions, explained that 
property owners would pay 62 
cents per front foot for the 
first year. This sum would in¬ 
clude cost of maintenance pay¬ 
ments. 

After the first year, how¬ 
ever, owners would pay 17 
cents per front foot of their 
property. 

It was understood that the 
street light district would in¬ 
clude 30 ornamenai metal light 
poles and accompanying lights 
of 6000 lumen brilliance. 

A routine public hearing on 
the report of proposed street 
light plans was set for Tues¬ 
day, Aug. 8, at 8 o’clock, in the 
Council Chambers. 

The Council also:. 
Authorized the hiring of 
Frank A. Buchanan of Arcadia 
as a special police officer to 
serve “as needed during the 
vacation period.” Mr. Buchan -

Merchants Asked 
’Park Off Streets’ 


A tentative 1950-51 budget of $172,735 for Sierra Madre City 
School has been adopted by the School Board, Superintendent 
Charles A. Skutt announced this week. 

The proposed budget represents an increase of $4,960 over last 
year’s $167,775. Public hearing 
on the budget is scheduled for 
Tuesday night, Aug. 1, 8 o’clock, 
at the school auditorium. 

Included in next year’s ten¬ 
tative fixed charges figures is 
an increase of $1100 to allow 
for the rental of outside class¬ 
room space. Mr. Skutt said at 
least two additional classes 
will be rented to" meet the 
emergency school housing 
shortage. 

Largest single item increase 
in the 1950-51 budget is $11,685, 
which will provide for the hir¬ 
ing of three additional teach¬ 
ers, routine salary increases, 
and necessary supplies to meet 
the expected enrollment in¬ 
crease. 

“We are keeping in effect our 
automatic salary raises of ap¬ 
proximately $100 annually for 
certificated personnel,” M r. 

Skutt explained. “These in¬ 
creases plus the additional cost

It was brought out that much 
of the available parking space 
in the business area is “hog¬ 
ged” by the merchants them- 
seelves. If merchants would 
park elsewhere, it was felt that 
one large phase of the parking 
problem would be solved. 

The Merchants’ Committee 
asked A1 Suman and Jack Os¬ 
good to draft the letter to Si¬ 
erra Madre’s business people. 

If the letter fails to get the 
desired results, the committee 
proposes an “ace in the hole.” 

A system of "merchants park¬ 
ing tickets” would be started, 
whereby parking “tickets” 
would be placed on the cars of 
offending merchants. 

While having no legal effect, 
the tickets would help “shame” 
business people into keeping 
Hheir cars out of the downtown 
jerking area, it was pointed

Sierra Madre City School still 
has an outstanding item due 
Pasadena of approximately 
$13,000 for seventh and eighth 
grade local students, Mr. Skutt 
pointed out.

Officers and men of the Sierra Madre Heavy Mortar Company, 
California National Guard, were taken out and shot Monday 
night during their regular drill session.

Doctors believe that if every 
adult 15 years of age and older 
formed the habit of yearly 
chest x-ray examinations and 
if prompt treatment were 
started for everyone found with 
tuberculosis, the disease could 
be eradicated in the United 
States. 

Since early TB has no appar¬ 
ent symptoms, "hidden cases” 
of the disease can be found 
only by x-raying seemingly 
healthy people. It is estimated 
that there are close to 250,000 
of these “unknown” cases of 
tuberculosis in this country— 
most of which cases are among 
people who do not even know 
they are ill. 

Because TB is easily spread 
from those who have it to peo¬ 
ple who are well, the disease 
unknowingly is being spread 
by the “hidden cases.”

In a united effort to halt a 
rapidly-rising increase in fatal 
automobile accidents, Californ¬ 
ia has been asked to join the 
other 47 states in a nation-wide 
crackdown on speeding and 
drinking motor vehicle opera¬ 
tors. 

Governor Earl Warren in 
receipt of a letter from J. 
Dewey Dorsett, general mana¬ 
ger of the Association of Cas¬ 
ualty and Surety Companies in 
New York, officially transmit¬ 
ting a strongly worded resolu¬ 
tion appealing to all states, 
municipalities, and counties in 
the nation to enforce laws gov¬ 
erning motor vehicle speeds 
and driving while under the 
influence of liquor. 

Declaring that speeding and 
the use of alcoholic beverages 
are the primary causes of 
highway accidents, the resolu¬ 
tion cites the National Safety 
Council as authority for the 
statement that deaths due to 
motor vehicle accidents rose 11 
per cent during the first four 
months of this year over the 
corresponding period in 1949.

It is well realized that those 
who read this column are well 
aware of what they are going 
to read. There islittle change 
in the style, but always the 
same aim. We are for more 
and more fire prevention. 

Perhaps it would be of some 
interest to the readers to in¬ 
form them a little of the cost of 
maintaining the fire depart¬ 
ment in its present state. 

Last year’s budget called for 
an expenditure of $9,218.92 
which included $2000.00 to be 
set aside for a new fire truck 
in the future. To date (the last 
of May) we have used $6,- 
024.36. 

The fiscal year ends June 
30th. To some people this will 
sound like a large amount of 
money for a so-called volun¬ 
teer fire department. They 
must understand that the fire 
department is paying one po¬ 
lice officer’s salary. Also a gift 
of the city to the fire depart¬ 
ment reaches the amount of 
$1200 per year. 

This, with the cost of night 
fires, and extra fire patrol at 
times, adds up rapidly. And 
even at that, if the figure 
should reach $8000, it would 
still be a pretty economical 
way to keep a fire department. 

At this stage of the game, 
since our city has reached close 
to 8000 people, it means about 
a “buck” each. Other expenses 
include supplies, telephone, gas 
and oil, equipment repairs, in¬ 
surance, power, and miscellan¬ 
eous items. 

So far and so good. We have 
been fortunate enough not to 
be the victims of delayed 
alarm or time lost for want of 
driver or men. We may have 
that to look forward to, but we 
are still hoping that good luck 
and fate stay with us. 

There are times that some 
of us live on needles and pins 
while thinking of what might 
happen. Few realize the dif- 
ferenc in efficiency between 
what was and now is. There 
was a time when we could rely 
on having a driver of a fire 
truck at hand at all hours dur¬ 
ing the day or night. Things 
have changed. The method of 
receiving alarms has changed. 

We are really not as well 
protected as we were years 
ago when the telephone com¬ 
pany central office received 
and sent out our alarms for 
us. They no longer do that. 
There was a*time when a fire 
fighter would hear the alarm 
sent out by the telephone of¬ 
fice and we would be instruct¬ 
ed at the phone as to the exact 
address. He knew that the men 
at the police station were off 
and away with the fire truck 
to the address of the fire. 

Such a system is no longer 
in use. The difference is that 
now a person calls operator, 
and the operator switches the 
call to the fire department 
(which is located in the police 
station) where the call is re-

He 
must locate the district in 
which the fire may be and then 
arrange the signal for the 
alarm blast. He then hopes 
(perhaps prays) for a driver 
to show up in a hurry. 

The men at home can only 
hear the signal which covers 
blocks. To play safe he has 
best to go to the station for 
fear that he may go in the 
opposite direction from the 
fire. 

It is just about useless to go 
to the phone and expect to 
learn the address. Your neigh¬ 
bors will want to know too, so 
they have the line busy. 

The fire fighter will rush 
from home or wherever he may 
be. Most of the time, he will 
be blocked by fire chasers who 
must get there whether or not. 
They will do their utmost to 
get just as close to the fire 
trucks as possible. That gives 
them a better seat or permits 
them to watch the awkward¬ 
ness of the “hick town” fire 
department. 

They know that Sierra Madre 
is handicapped by a shortage 
of police officers at a time like 
this. They love to watch and 
see how much better the fire 
department of some other city 
would have done the work. And 
so on. 

However, the men of your 
fire department are as inter¬ 
ested, as anxious, as fire con¬ 
scious, and as hopeful for a 
low fire loss as ever. There are 
improvements to be made to¬ 
ward efficiency and as time 
goes on, we hope they are 
reached. 

And so, let’s all get together 
and keep down the fire loss by 
preventing fires by watching, 
watching. If we continue with 
the alertness we will do much 
to keep the FIRES OUT.

Factory Worker 
Earnings Reach 
All-Time High 

"Average weekly earnings of 
California factory workers 
reached an all-time high in 
May,” Paul Scharrenberg, Cali¬ 
fornia director of industrial re¬ 
lations, announced Monday. 

Production workers in Cali¬ 
fornia manufacturing plants 
earned an average of $63.53 per 
week compared with $62.94 in 
April and $61.80 per week in 
May, 1949. 

Factory employees in Cali¬ 
fornia earned $6 per week more 
than those in the United States 
as a whole. National average 
was $57.50 per week in May, 
1950. 

Hourly earnings of manufac¬ 
turing production workers in 
California also reached a new 
high—$1.63 on the average.

ORDINANCE NO. 503 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE, AMEND¬ 
ING SECTIONS 4, 7 and 8 OF 
ORDINANCE NO. 391 OF SAID 
CITY, KNOWN AS THE ZON¬ 
ING ORDINANCE. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE, CAL. 
IFORNIA, DOES ORDAIN AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Section 4 
of Ordinance No. 391 of the 
City of Sierra Madre, entitled, 
“An Ordinance establishing a 
land use plan within the City 
of Sierra Madre; creating six 
(6) districts; regulating the use 
of property, height of struc¬ 
tures, and open spaces for 
light and ventilation; adopting 
a map of said district; defining 
terms used; providing for the 
adjustment, enforcement and 
amendment thereof; and pre¬ 
scribing penalties for viola¬ 
tion; and repealing all or¬ 
dinances in conflict therewith,” 
adopted December 27, 1938, be 
and the same is hereby amend¬ 
ed to read as follows: 

"SECTION 4: R-l (SINGLE 
FAMILY) RESIDENCE DIS¬ 
TRICT. Regulations. (A) Uses 
Permitted: 

1. One-family dwellings of a 
permanent character placed in 
permanent locations; 

2. Accessory buildings and 
uses incidental to each single 
family dwelling, including a 
private garage for the accom¬ 
modation of not more than 
three (3) aulomobiles; chil¬ 
dren’s play house; lath or 
green-house; tool-shed; work 
room; servants’ quarters, pro¬ 
vided no kitchens or kitchen 
facilities are provided therein; 
work shops; stables and sheds 
for the housing of domestic 
animals; when placed upon the 
same lot or parcel of land, and 
not used or operated commer¬ 
cially. 

3. Home occupations, includ¬ 
ing any vocation or trade when 
carried on within the dwelling; 
provided not more than twen¬ 
ty-five (25%) per cent of the 
ground floor of the dwelling 
is so occupied; only electrical¬ 
ly operated motors, not in ex¬ 
cess of one (1) horsepower or 
a total horsepower in any one 
building not exceeding three 
(3) horsepower; no merchan¬ 
dise or articles are displayed 
for advertising purposes; no 
articles or materials pertaining 
to such home occupation are 
stored other than in the dwel¬ 
ling, and providing no assist¬ 
ants are employed; 

4. Professional offices such 
as that of a physician, surgeon, 
dentist, lawyer, music teach¬ 
er, art teacher, or photographer, 
when situated within the dwel¬ 
ling; provided not more than 
twenty-five (25%) per cent of 
the ground floor area of such 
dwelling is so occupied and 
provided no name-plate or sign 
be displayed upon the pre¬ 
mises, other than one unlight¬ 
ed sign not exceeeding one (1) 
square foot in area containing 
the name of the profession and 
the occupant of the premises; 

5. One unlighted sign not to 
exceed six (6) square feet, lo¬ 
cated not less than ten (10) 
feet from any property line of 
the lot upon which the sign is 
placed, and pertaining only to 
the rental, lease or sale of 
building or property upon 
which such sign is located; no 
other advertising sign or adver¬ 
tising device of any character 
shall be permitted in any R-l 
Residence District; 

6. Public parks, playgrounds, 
and recreation centers, includ¬ 
ing all necessary facilities 
thereof; 

7. Nurseries, gree nhouses, 
flower and vegetable garden¬ 
ing, orchards or the raising of 
tree crops, field crops, berry or 
bush crops, for the purpose of 
propagation and culture, and 
including the wholesale or re¬ 
tail sale of the products pro¬ 
duced upon the premises, pro¬ 
vided no signs, displays or 
stands are used in conjunction 
therewith. 

(B) Building Height Limit: 

Two (2) stories, but not to 

exceed thirty-five feet. 

(C) Building Site Area Re¬ 
quired: 

The minimum site area shall 
be one lot, or seventy-five 
hundred (7500) square feet of 
lot area per each dwelling. 

(D) Front Yard Require¬ 
ments: 

The frorit yard shall be as 
now required, or as may be 
hereafter required by any Or¬ 
dinance of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

(E) Side Yard Required: 

On the interior lots there 
shall be a side yard on each 
side of a dwelling with or with- 
out attached garage, of not less 
than five (5) feet and of not 
less than three (3) feet for a 


detached garage or accessory 
building; provided that when 
one or more dwellings are 
erected at locations on a lot 
other than the building sites 
contiguous to the front yard, 
the required side yard for each 
such building shall be not less 
than ten (10) feet. 

On corner lots the required 
side yard line adjoining the 
interior lot shall be the same 
as for interior lots. The re¬ 
quired side yard on the street 
side 'shall be ten per cent 
(10%) of the width of the lot, 
provided it shall not be less 
than ten (10) feet; and pro¬ 
vided further that accessory 
buildings shall be located not 
less than fifteen (15) feet from 
the side street lot line. 

(F) Rear Yard Required: 

On lots having only one 
dwelling there shall be a rear 
yard of not less than twenty- 
five (25%) per cent of the 
depth of the lot, provided such 
rear yard need not exceed 
twenty-five (25) feet. On lots 
having two or more dwellings 
the required rear yard for the 
dwelling nearest the rear lot 
line shall be not less than ten 
(10) feet and the distance be¬ 
tween separate dwellings on 
the same lot shall be not less 
than thirty-five (35) feet. 

(G) Distance between build¬ 
ings on same lot: 

No detached accessory build¬ 
ing shall be closer than five 
(5) feet to any other acessory 
building, or to the main build¬ 
ing, on the same building site.” 

SECTION 2. That Section 7 of 
Ordinance No. 391 aforesaid, be 
and the same is hereby amend¬ 
ed to read as follows: 

"SECTION 7: R-2 (TWO- - 

FAMILY) RESIDENCE DIS¬ 
TRICT. Regulations: 

(a) 1. All uses permitted in 1 
the R-l District; 

2. One two-family dwelling; 

3. Two single-family dwel¬ 
lings. 

(b) Building Height Limit: 
Two (2) stories, but not to 

exceed thirty-five (35) feet. 

(c) The minimum building 
site area shall be a lot, or par¬ 
cel of land 6,000 square feet in 
area, provided, however, that 
on each additional 2500 square 
feet of building site area one 
additional family or house¬ 
keeping unit may be erected, 
but in no case shall a lot or 
parcel of land having an area of 
less than 5000 square feet be 
used as a building site for 
more than one family or 
housekeeping unit. 

(D) FRONT YARD REQUIRE¬ 
MENTS: 

The front yard shall be as 
now required or as may be 
hereafter required by any Or¬ 
dinance of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

(E) Side Yard Required: 

On interior lots there shall 
be a side yard on each side of 
a dwelling with or without at¬ 
tached garage of not less than 
five (5) feet and of not less 
than three (3) feet for a de¬ 
tached garage or accessory 
building; provided that when 
one or more dwellings are 
erected at locations on a lot 
other than (he building sites 
contiguous to the front yard, 
the required side yard for each 
such building shall not be less 
than ten (10) feet. 

On corner lots the required 
side yard line adjoining the 
interior lot shall be the same 
as for interior lots. The re¬ 
quired side yard on the street 
side shall be ten per cent 
(10%) of the width of the lot, 
provided it shall not be less 
than ten (10) feet; and pro¬ 
vided further that accessory 
buildings shall be located not 
less than fifteen (15) feet from 
the side street lot line. 

(F) Rear Yard Required: 

The rear yard shall not be 

less than twenty (20) feet in 
depth. 

(G) Distance Between Build¬ 
ings on Same Lot: 

No detached dwelling, or 
other main building shall be 
closer than twenty (20) feet 
to any other detached dwel¬ 
ling or main building on the 
same building site, and no de¬ 
tached accessory building shall 
be closer than five (5) feet to 
any other accessory building 
or main building on the same 
building site.” 

SECTION 3: That Section 8 
of Ordinance No. 391 aforesaid 
be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

"SECTION 8: R-3 (Multiple- 
Family) Residence. District Re¬ 
quirements: 

(A) Uses Permitted: 

1. All uses permitted in the 
R-l and R-2 Districts; 

2. Group dwellings and mul¬ 
tiple-family dwellings; 

3. Hotels, boarding and room¬ 
ing houses; 

4. Lodges, fraternities and so¬ 
rorities. 

5. Homes for children, board¬ 
ing homes and homes for aged; 

6. Recreational and educa¬

The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and shall 
cause the same to be published 
once in the Sierra Madre News, 
a weekly newspaper of general 


circulation published and cir¬ 
culated in said City of Sierra 
Madre and hereby designated 
for that purpose, and thirty 
days from and after the pas¬ 
sage (hereof, the same shall be 
in full force and effect.
